THE STAMPS Of QUEENSLAND.

(Continued from page 535.) 
CHAPTER VI, 
THe Four PENCE AND FIVE SHILLINGS OF 1866, AND THE CESSATION 
OF THE “CONTRACT PERIOD.” 


As already mentioned, the stock of stamps was kept in the Treasury, and 
supplies were drawn therefrom upon requisition, as required by the Post 
Office. In April, 1866, it was decided to make an alteration in the existing 
arrangements, by transferring the whole stock of stamps to the Post Office, to 
be placed in charge of an officer who would requisition for fresh supplies 
direct to the printer and issue the same to the sale office and agents. 

At the same time provision was directed to be made for the issue of a 
fourpenny stamp. 

The following is a copy of the minutes of proceedings of the Executive 
Council on the igth of April, 1866, respecting the proposed new arrange- 
ments : 

“His Excellency the Governor, at the instance of the Colonial Treas- 
urer, lays before the Council a recommendation from that minister that th 
postage stamps on hand should be transferred from the Treasurer to some 
officer in the General Post Office appointed by the Postmaster General. 

“The Council advise that this transfer be approved, and further that a 
plate be provided for printing a fourpenny stamp. 

“Henry D. Pitt, 
“The Honorable “ pro Clerk of the Couacil. 

“The Postmaster General. 

“Confirmed 25th April, 1866.” 

This copy was transmitted to the Postmaster General under cover of the 

following letter : 
“ Executive Council Office, 
“ Brisbane, 26th April, 1866. 

“S1r,—I have the honor to forward herewith copy of minutes of pro- 
ceedings of the Executive Council on the rgth of April, 1866, in reference to 
‘Transfer of Postage Stamps from Treasury to General Post Office, and 
provision for a plate of fourpenny stamps.’ 

“And I am to direct your attention to that portion of the minutes re- 
quiring action at your hands. 

“T have, etc., “Henry D. Pitt, 
“ The Honorable pro Clerk of the Council. 

“The Postmaster General.” 

The necessity for a stamp of a higher value than any available at the 
time had long been apparent, but the matter had been overlooked when 
recommending the preparation of a fourpenny plate. In directing the Gov- 
ernment printer to prepare the lower value, advantage was taken to provide 
for a higher one. The instructions were contained in the following letter ; 

“ General Post Office, Brisbane, 
“oth August, 1866. 

“ Sir,—The Government having decided upon introducing a Fourpenny 

Postage Stamp, and the Honorable the Postmaster General being of the 
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opinion that Postage Stamps of a higher value than any at present in use in 
this Colony are also very desirable ; I am directed to request that you will, 
with as little delay as possible, procure the material necessary for the manu- 
facture of Fourpenny and Fiveshilling Postage Stamps. Their mode of 
manufacture is left to yourself, but it is suggested that, if the stamps are 
to be printed from a steel plate, to save any extraordinary delay, it might 
be obtained in Sydney or Melbourne. 
“T have, &c., F. E, SAuissury, 

“ The Government Printer.” Chief Clerk. 

In order to avoid delay, and being doubtful as to the advisability of pro- 
curing steel plates in the colonies, the Government Printer decided to try a 
temporary expedient, in the shape of lithographic transfers from one of the 
steel plates in his possession prior to ordering a fresh one from England. 
He wrote : 

“Government Printing Office, 
“ Brisbane, August 15th, 1866. 

“Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
7th inst., respecting the introduction of Postage Stamps of a higher value 
than those now in use, and to inform you that temporary arrangements are 
now being made for the manufacture of 4d. and 5s. stamps, proofs of which 
will be forwarded for the approval of the Postmaster General in a few days. 
Although by the means now being adopted, stamps exactly similar in size and 
appearance to those at present in use can be produced, I still deem it neces- 
sary, for several reasons, to obtain plates from England of the same kind as 
those now in the possession of the Government. 

“You will oblige me by stating the number of stamps of each variety 
required at present—say for eighteen months’ supply. 

“T have, etc., “ W. C. Be_sripce, 
“F, E, Sauispury, EsqQ., “Government Printer. 

“ Chief Clerk, 

““ General Post Office.” 

Mr. Salisbury estimated 500 sheets at 5s., and 2000 at 4d. as sufficient, 
The Postmaster General approved on the 22nd August, and the requisition 
was made as follows : 

“ General Post Office, 
“ Brisbane, 24th Aug., 1866. 

Sir,—“In reply to your communication of the 16th inst., I have the 
honor to request that this Department may be supplied with one thousand 
sheets fourpenny postage stamps, and five hundred sheets of five shillings ; 
two hundred and forty postage stamps in each:sheet. 

**T have, etc., 
“F. E. Salisbury, 

“ The Government Printer.” “ Chief Clerk. 

The lithographic transfers were prepared by Messrs. Ham and Co., who 
were still printing the stamps under contract to the Government, being ac- 
commodated with a room in the Government Printing Office, where they per- 
formed the work. 

Mr. W. Knight, the present Government Engraver, was a partner in the 
firm of Ham and Co. at the time, and he informed me that impressions were 
first taken from one of the steel plates, the original value erased, a litho- 
graphic transfer taken, and the new value was then drawn by hand on the 
stone, 

The fact that the value was separately drawn in each stamp may easily 
be verified by a comparison of copies of the stamps themselves, when sligh 
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differences in the size and spacing of the letters may be detected. 

The plate from which the transfers were taken was either the 1d., 3d., or 
1s. These three differ slightly from the 2d. and 6d. plates in the shape of the 
arabesques separating the name of the colony from the value. In the latter 
two plates there is a final curl at the bottom of each arabesque, which is 
wanting in the first three, and also in the lithographed stamps. Probably the 
one shilling plate was used as being less worn than the others, 

I can find no further reference to the submission of proofs for approval 
by the Postmaster General. This was probably done personally by the Gov- 
ernment Printer, as no letters passed between the Departments on the sub- 
ject. No proof specimens have been preserved by either Department. 

The next letter on the subject of these stamps is the following : 

** Government Printing Office, 
“ Brisbane, August 27th, 1866. 

“* Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
24th inst., requesting to be supplied with one thousand sheets of 4d., and 
five hundred sheets of 5s. Postage Stamps, and to inform you that Mr. F, 
J. Burke has been authorized by me to take charge of the necessary paper. 
The printing of the stamps will be immediately proceeded with. 

“T have, &c., 
“W. C. BELBRIDGE, 


** Government Printer. 
“F, E. Sarisspury, Esq., 


** General Post Office.” 


From this letter it appears that some question must have arisen as to a 
supply of suitable paper for printing the new stamps. However, from the 
preceding chapter it will be seen that all available watermarked paper had 
been used up. Consequently, recourse was once more had to the plain print- 
ing paper of the first locally printed stamps, and upon this the new stamps 
were printed. 

The color adopted for the Fourpence was a pale lilac ; that for the Five- 
shillings was a pale chalky pink. Both colors vary somewhat in shade in in- 
dividual specimens. Both white and thick brown gum were used, and two 
gauges of perforation may be found, viz., 1234, and 13. 

Printings of the Fourpence took place on the 24th September, 1866, 
(48,000), and on the oth February, 1867, (305,040), in all 353,040 stamps. 
The Fiveshillings also was printed on the same occasions ; on the 24th Sep- 
tember, 1866, 24,000, and on the gth February, 1867, 92,400, in all 116,400. 
The total numbers ordered were 480,000 and 120,000, respectively. 

In the Government Printer’s record book of stamps printed, a memoran- 
dum appears to the following effect: “This requisition was not completed 
owing to the contractor (Mr. Ham) relinquishing his contract when appointed 
Chief Engraver to the Lithographic Department,” 

The number printed seems to have been sufficient, not only for the 
estimated eighteen months, but for many years, and no further step was 
taken to procure steel plates. The first supply of both values was forwarded 
to the Post Office on the 24th September, 1866, and entered in the Accoun- 
tant’s receipt and issue book on that date. 

The Fourpence remained in use until the end of 1874, when it was re- 
placed by a fresh transfer in a different color. The Fiveshillings did not 
appear to be so desirable as at first anticipated, and went off very slowly in- 
deed, and at every periodical audit of stamps the bulky and valuable parcel 
of 5s. stamps had to be checked over. The Audit Inspector finally suggested 
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getting rid of the surplus to simplify accounts. On the 13th June, 1879 the 
Accountant of Stamps wrote the following memorandum to the Under Sec- 
retary of the General Post Office: 


“Mr. Petersen, the Audit Inspector, suggests that it would be more con- 
venient if there was not so large a supply of 5s. stamps in stock. There are 
now in stock 105,6co stamps of this value. The supply during the last 12 
months has teen only two sheets, representing 480 stamps. I would therefore 
recommend that four bundles, representing 96,oco stamps, be destroyed, 
which would leave the present stock at 9,600 stamps, equivalent to 18 years’ 
supply. 

The Under Secretary communicated with the Auditor General on the 
subject, and stated that “these stamps appear to have been in use since 
1866-7, during which time—13 years—the consumption has been only 10,0co. 
The present stock therefore is excessive.’’ He asked.the Auditor General 
to see that the surplus stock—say 96,o0o—be destroyed. ‘The request was 
granted, and on the 26th of June, 1879, 96,000 5s. stamps were destroyed in 
the presence of Mr. Petersen, and Mr. G. H. Buzacott, the officer in charge 
of stamps. Of the 9,600 left 5,040 were issued to the sale room on the 19th 
of January, 1882; a portion of the balance has been issued between 1879 and 
1882, and some had teen cancelled as specimens. 


Between the 12th and 25th January, 1882, some departmental corres- 
pondence tcok place as to the balance of the old 5s. stamps on hand. 

Mr. Buzacott, the officer in charge of stamps, wrote on the 12th Janu- 
ary, 1882, “‘ As I understand that the new 5s. stamp is ready for issue, I 
would suggest that the stock of the old stamps of that value be destroyed.” 
The Under Secretary recommended that a few sheets should be marked as 
specimens, and the remainder destroyed in the presence of the Audit Inspec- 
tor. The new 5s. stamp referred to by Mr. Buzacott must have been the 
lithegraphed stamp in brown, issued by the Treasury in August, 1881, but it 
was never supplied to the Fost Office, as the new type became available 
shortly afterwards (April, 1882). 


On the 25th January, 1882, the Accountant stated that he had then 
4,5¢9 of the old 5s. stamps left; the Under Secretary was of opinion that 
half a sheet wculd te sufficient to retain as specimens, and the balance were 
destroyed, 


The total number therefore ectually issued for use cannot have exceeded 
15,000. 


From 1st January, 1880, to date of isste of the new 5s. stamps in rose 
carmine, the old 5s. stamp was used for both postal and fiscal purposes. 


On the 14th May, 1866, the stock of stamps then in the Treasury was 
transferred to the Post Office. It consisted of 720,480 1d., 712,8co0 2d., 
91,200 3d., 335,280 6d., 164,400 Is., and 192,000 Registered. 


In a letter to the Colonial Secretary, dated 22nd September, 1863, the 
Government Printer, referring to the necessity for increased accommodation, 
stated. ‘‘ The Postage Stamps are also an addition to the work of the office, 
which has not been provided for. Owing to a want of room to place the 
materials in when purchased, I have been compelled to employ Mr. Ham to 
print the Postage Stamps, and an additional expense is thus incurred in hav- 
ing a person placed at his establishment to overlook the printing. . . I 
would suggest that the room at present occupied asa ruling room be set 
apart for the printing of the Postage Stamps, and that the necessary printing 
materials be purchased.” 
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In the *‘ Report on Engraving and Lithographing probably required du- 
ring the year 1864,” the Government Printer urged upon the Colonial Secre- 
tary “the necessity of forming, as early as possible, a Government Engraving 
and Lithographic Branch, charged with the duty of expeditiously and eco- 
nomically executing the whole of the work required by the Departments.” 
The estimate for ‘*‘ Postage Stamps”’ expenditure for 1864 was £200. 

Again referring to the desirability of establishing a separate Lithographic 
and Engraving Branch, Mr Belbridge wrote (12th September, 1864): “ At 
the present time the whole of the lithographic work is executed in this office; 
the contractor enjoying all the advantages accruing therefrom in the way of 
office-room, lighting, and mechanical assistance when required. So that 
I may say with truth that I have all the anxiety connected with carrying 
out the work, while the contractor has all the profits.” He then proceeded 
strongly to recommend the immediate formation of the new branch, and con- 
tinued: “‘ To accomplish this object, I propose that the presses and part of 
the material belonging to Messrs. Ham & Co., be purchased, and also that 
the presses at the Surveyor General’s office be transferred to this office. With 
these combined, I should be in a position to perform the whole of the en- 
graving and lithography required by the Government.” 

On the 22nd September, 1866, the Government Printer prepared an esti- 
mate of the cost of the proposed new branch, and on the 27th of the same 
month Mr. Thomas Ham was appointed Chief Engraver and Lithographer, 
and his partner, Mr, William Knight, Assistant Engraver. The new branch 
thus formed was attached to the Government Printing Office, and was under 
the ministerial control of the Colonial Secretary. 

The stock of stamps transferred from the Treasury lasted throughout the 
remainder of the year 1866, and in January, 1867, the Post Office sent in a 
requisition for 2,000 sheets of Onepenny, 4,000 sheets of Twopenny, and 
2,000 sheets of Sixpenny stamps. This was the estimated supply for the en- 
suing year. From the 30th March to the 25th July 966,720 of the Twopence; 
from the 3rd July to the 27th September, 495,600 of the Sixpence, and from 
the gth August to the gth December, 1867, 512,640 of the Onepenny were 
printed. The first instalments of these printings were supplied to the Post 
Office on the 30th March, 8th July, and gth August respectively. 

There is no record of the paper used for these printings, but, from ex- 
amination of a large number of stamps on the original letters, I find that the 
plain unwatermarked paper was used. The perforation is both 12% and 13, 
but is generally so roughly executed that it is extremely difficult to gauge the 
majority of specimens, The peculiar oxydised effect is very frequently met 
with in the Onepenny, some copies having the four spandrels discolored, 
while the central vignette remains in its pristine brilliancy of color,

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WHAT TO COLLECT IN EARLY NEW SOUTH WALEs. 


Written for Vindin's Monthly, and read before the Philatelic Society of Victoria.

The most valuable portion of the London Philatelic Society’s work on 
the stamps of “‘ Oceania,” is, without doubt, that dealing with the early issues 
of New South Wales: the “ Sydney Views” and “Laureated Heads.” The 
subject seems to have been viewed by the writers, as one of the greatest im- 
portance, not only because previous to the publication of this work, so little 
valuable information existed regarding these stamps, but because the field for 
Philatelic research was so wide and tempting. The stamps were all engraved 
on metal, by hand, and plate printed; and, in consequence, presented a 
variety for every stamp, on every plate that was engraved ; and as the usual 
result of plate printing occurred, viz.: the early wearing of the lines, every 
time the designs were restored on the same plates by retouching, the varieties 
were multiplied again ; so that in the “ Views” alone, by just taking the lead- 
ing shades and papers, some 600 or 700 varieties are possible of attainment 
to the collector whose zeal and cash will stand the strain. Accordingly, in 
the able papers of Messrs. Tapling and Philbrick, particularly the former, the 
whole subject of these stamps is so fully and elaborately discussed, and illus- 
trated so clearly by the autotype plates accompanying them, that the advanced 
collector who indulges In the luxury of “plating” them, finds himself in a 
perfect philatelic paradise, compared with what he did before they appeared. 
Although, as a matter of fact, very few collectors ever succeeded in making 
any satisfactory headway at all, until the researches of the London Society 
and the subsequent papers of Major Evans and Dr. Houison in the PAs/atilic 
Record opened up the way, and gave the keys to the solution of the maze. 
Since these publications, however, it is quite a common thing to hear of big 
collectors, particularly in Australia, engaged in “ plating” views and laureated; 
and in most instances the conclusions of “Oceania” have been accepted as 
correct,* and the plates built up on the lines therein indicated, It is only 
such collectors who find in “Oceania” just what they want! For obvious 
reasons the great body of collectors know nothing about the plate numbers, 
or have any desire to, they realize that this is something altogether beyond 
their means. The stamps are too difficult to get, and to expensive to buy, for 
the average collector to ever hope to get beyond the prominent varieties ; 
nay, where one collecton aims at getting a specimen from each plate in each 
stage, a thousand seek only to get one specimen of each value as the summum 
bonum of their philatelic attainments with reference tu these stamps. For 
this reason very few who have the opportunity of reading this most valuable 
work care to tackle the job of extracting from its pages the prominent varie- 
ties, that should rightly be considered as the desired goal of the average col- 
lector ; or of getting any clear understanding, by means of the study of these 


*Those who have read Dr. Houison’s work on the History of the New South Wales Post 
Office will of course know that he shows from official sources that only one plate of each value 
was engraved, and that in the case of the two penny (where he is at issue with the writers of 
‘* Oceania’) there were four distinct repairs as well as frequent sharpenings, and not separate 
plates. As, however, the arrangement of ‘‘Oceania” shows in a very clear way the succes- 
sive ‘‘states of the plates,” and as it matters little for my purpose in this paper that these 
‘*states” are called, I have elected to use the form which the Lonhun Society gives, as so 
very many have adopted this in making their plates, 
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articles, of what the distinctions between the plates and specimens really con- 
Sist of. One who has simply a specimen of each value cannot be said to have 
Succeeded in collecting them at all, as each plate, after each retouch, gives 
distinct and prominent varieties of type to collect, not to speak of the dis- 
tinct shades of color in nearly every case, and the errors that occurred in the 
engraving of the plates. 

It will be my endeavor in this paper: 1st. To put into a concrete form 
some of the valuable information given to us by the researches of the Lon- 
don Society and the other writers mentioned, not that they are stated by 
them, in any obscure or vague or ambiguous way, but because of the volu- 
minous arguments used in demonstrating the various conclusions that they 
have come to; and, secondly taking “ Oceania” as my basis, to point out 
by the information they give, as well as by my own observation and other 
reading, how the differences may be readily detected, and the stamps, or at 
any rate the chief ones classified. In doing this, I do not profess to add 
anything new at all, but I hope, that with this list before them, many col- 
lectors who now regard these stamps as somewhat beyond them, may be in- 
duced to “ place” their own specimens, and look out the more keenly for 
those that are still absent from their books. No doubt the task will be found 
a difficult one, even at this, but the stamps are favorites everywhere, and 
any cash and time spent may at any rate be regarded as well invested, I 
do not wish it to be assumed that I in any way undervalue plating, for I re- 
cognise that nearly all the information we have about these stamps and others, 
is the result of the patient labors of ardent philatelists, who have with pairs, 
and strips, and blocks, built up the plates, and worked out the mysteries con- 
cerning them; but I am notwithstanding this, quite aware that from the very 
nature of things, constructing these plates is, as before remarked, altogether 
beyond the means of the great body of collectors, and recognizing this, the 
question is so often asked regarding them—“ Well! if I do not ‘plate,’ what 
shall I collect? and where shall I draw the line?”” To these questions per- 
haps the following may in some cases be a satisfactory reply. The nmumders 
given to the varieties, are the numbers of each stamp on the sheet, counting 
from left to right along each row. It should be remembered that in these 
notes, minor varieties of type, shade and paper are intentionally omitted. 

SYDNEY VIEws. 


One Penny: Engraved by Robert Clayton; 25 stamps to sheet in five 
rows of 5 each. Plate 1: These stamps are known as “ finely engraved,” to 
distinguish them from those of Plate 2, The chief characteristics are as fol- 
lows: There are no clouds, the houses are joined together in a row, and 
there is no shading on the hill; the two vertical bands of engraving on each 
side of the stamps are nicely done, the lines being finely and cleanly cut, par- 
ticularly on the inner bands where the trellis pattern is. These are found in 
various shades of red, say light red, and bright red, as the varieties to collect. 
They were printed on yellowish, bluish, and ribbed papers; the latter is like 
a laid paper, and should be looked for, even if the other papers are not con- 
sidered, and fortunate is he who finds it! 

Plate 2, or better, Plate I retouched. These are known as “coarsely en- 
graved,” and are distinguished as follows: There are clouds in the sky, 
there are shading lines on the hill, the houses are separated into clumps (al- 
though very slight traces of the other houses between them can be seen on 
clear copies). The two vertical bands of engraving referred to above are 
very coarsely done, the trellis design in particular being quite a botch, with 
wide irregular lines. The distinctive colors are red and lake (shades of each), 
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They are found on yellowish and bluish papers, also on blue ribbed, or laid 
paper; the latter as before should be collected if possible. No. 8 has the hill 
unshaded, and No. 15 on the sheet Aas no clouds: these are prominent varie- 
ties; the latter is easily distinguished from the stamps of Plate 1 by the 
coarseness of the engraving—above mentioned. 
~= Two pence, Plate 1, engraved by John Carmichael, generally known as 
the “Two penny Vertical,” This is so called from the fact that the spandrels 
are filled in with vertical straight and wavy lines, crossed, and this is really all 
that is necessary to distinguish the stamps from this plate, They were printed 
on yellowish paper only, although the blue of the stamps sometimes discolored 
it. The colors are dark to light blue. No. 19 is the only prominent variety 
in this case; in this the lines of the background are all wavy and cross one 
another obliquely like basket work, instead of being vertical straight lines, 
with the wavy ones crossing, and running in the same direction. 

= Plate 1, retouched.—All the two penny Sydney views were printed in 
two horizontal rows of 12 stamps each. In this retouch only the bottom row 
was restored. This variety is distinguished by the vertical lines of the frame, 
being widened and deepened, and a doud/e line engraved above “two pence”’ 
and below “ postage,.”” Otherwise it is the same as Plate 1. 

Plate 2,—This is similar to Plate 1, but the lines of the background are 
horizontal. There is a distinct dof in the stars in the corners; the bale that 
the central figure sits on is divided into four doud/e lines; and (as in Plate 1) 
is dated 17-88 in the bottom compartments. The words in the circle are in 
block, instead of Roman capitals. These were printed on yellowish and 
bluish papers, and are found in indigo, vltramarine and Prussian blues. There 
are two prominent varieties of type. 

No. 13 is the far-famed one, with the word “‘crevit” omitted from the 
inscription inside the circle, and No. 20 has six segments to the fan at the 
base of the circle, instead of seven. A less prominent variety is No. 10, which 
has the pick and shovel missing from between the figures. 

Plate 3.—In this variety the bale is mot dated, there is no dof in the cor- 
ner stars, and there are sing/e lines dividing the bale instead of double. This 
is only found on hard grey paper, and is in dark and sky blue and ultramarine 
as well as other minor shades. There are two prominent varieties of type. 
In No. 3 the hill is zo shaded, and in No. 20 the fan has only sx segments, 
as in Plate 2. 

Plate 3, first retouch, or Plate 4.—The distinctive features of these are 
double lines on the bale instead of single, and there is a small circle added to 
the centre of each corner star; quite easily seen. They are on bluish paper, 
grey paper, and paper ribbed or laid vertically. The colors are violet blue, 
and dark and light blues, the variety on ribbed paper as before should be 
especially sought after. There are three prominent varieties of type. No. 4 
has the hill unshaded; No. 20 has six segments in the fan; and No. 22 has no 
clouds. 

Plate 3, second retouch, or Plate 5.—This is most easily distinguished by 
there being a pearl at the base of the fan, instead of the usual ornament. It 
is found on gray paper and vertically laid paper; the shade is generally a dull 
violet blue. No. 20 has only six segments in the fan. No. 17 has the pick 
and shovel missing. 

Three pence. One plate only, engraved by H. C. Jervis, 25 stamps, 
arranged the same as the one penny. ‘This valueis found on yellowish paper, 
on bluish paper and on paper ribbed or laid horizontally, the latter being very 
rare. There are no special varieties of type, excepting perhaps Nos. 18 and 
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19, which have the whip missing. Like all green stamps, the colors of these 
vary very considerably, those most frequently met with are a dull yellowish 
green, but occasionally they are found in a bright emerald. Although judged 
by the prices asked, this is the commonest of the Sydney views, it is a curious 
fact that those who go in for constructing plates of these stamps find it harder 
to get the three penny plate together than the others, and as a consequence 
plate numbers of this value always command a ready sale, and it has also 
curiously enough been remarked by those who have been fortunate enough to 
handle numbers of views, that whereas the three penny is always quoted less, 
half a dozen 2d. usually turn up to one of the higher value. This has always 
been a bit of an enigma to me. 


THE LAUREATED HEADS. 


One Penny. Engraved by Carmichael. There was only one plate of 
the “one penny ” value, containing 50 varieties of tvpe, in five rows of ten 
each! They are found on four different kinds of paper: first, bluish wove 
paper unwatermarked; second, white paper unwatermarked; third, bluish paper 
laid vertically; and fourth, white paper with watermark double 1. The last- 
named is in a bright orange color. The others vary from dull red up to 
bright lake and vermilion, all the distinct shades of which should be collected. 
Some of the lake shades are very rich, There is no laid paper in any of the 
series except the “one penny” just mentioned. The prominent varieties of 
type that should be sought after are four in number. Nos. 7 and 21 have no 
floreate ornament to the right of the word “ South” (the floreate ornament 
consists of three leaves at each side of he word), In No. 15 one of the three 
leaves is missing, and No. 9 is the well known error “ Wale,” the “s” being 
absent. As these all arise from mistakes in the engraving, they are of course 
found on each variety of the stamp as regards the paper. 

Twopence. Plate 1: engraved by Carmichael. This is the series on 
blue and white unwatermarked wove paper, in all sorts of shades of blue, in- 
cluding dull blue, deep blue, ultramarine, and Prussian blues; all prominent 
shades must be collected. There is said to be a variety of the 2d, on blue 
paper rouletied; but I have never heard of any one having it on this side of 
the water, There are no prominent varieties of type. 

Plate 2, or in reality, Plate 1 retouched: engraved by Jervis, These are 
found on bluish wove unwatermarked paper, and a white or bluish paper 
watermark double lined “2.” These stamps have a very distinct appearance 
from the first plate, and cannot well be confounded with them; the chief dif- 
ference is in the background. 

In Plate 1 this is of vertical, straight and wavy lines, nicely done al- 
though often appearing mottled from defective printing ; whereas on plate 2 
the lines of background are all straight and crossed horizontally and vertical- 
ly. There are many evidences of the fresh work of the engraver, notably a 
funny little curl in front of the ear, which looks like a hole in the face. In 
many specimens the background appears solid, through the lines blotching 
into one another. As this plate is only a restoration of the first one, there 
are as before, no prominent varieties in the engraving—-look out for those of 
very light, and very dark shades of blue. 

Plate 3, engraved by Jervis. There can be no mistake about this; it 
is the variety with ‘‘stars on corners.” This plate is a fresh engraving 
altogether, and apart from the “stars,” could easily be distinguished by its 
roughness of execution. The paper is blue wove watermarked, the color 
varying shades of blue, and in No. 23 a slip of the engraver’s tool on the top 
of the L of Wales, turned that letter into an E, and made it “ WAEES.” 
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All varieties from this plate are rare; the background consists of verti- 
cal wavy lines only, 

Threepence ; engraved by Carmichael. There are three distinct papers 
for the threepenny. rst. A light blue wove unwatermarked paper; 2nd. A 
white or yellowish wove paper, also without watermark—both of which are 
rare ; and 3rd. A white wove paper with watermark double lined numeral 
“3 "the latter is more plentiful! The colors of the first two are shades of 
emerald, and light yellow greens; the last is generally a rich yellow green, 
varying in depth, ‘There was only one plate for this value, so that the fol- 
lowing varieties of type apply to each paper. No. 37 is the well known error 
“Waces” for Wales, and the size of the lettering varies very much, ¢.g., 
the words of the value are almost twice as large on some as on others, and 
these put alongside each other make very distinct varieties. The number 
and arrangement of the stamps on the sheet is the same as the 1d. and 2d. 

Sixpence.—In this value there were two plates, generally known as “ fine 
background,” engraved by Carmichael, and “coarse background,’’ engraved 
by Jervis. The latter isa retouch of the other. Both are found on blue un- 
watermarked paper, but the latter is also known on white wove paper without 
watermark. There is no mistaking the backgrounds; the first is finely and 
evenly done; the second is very coarse. Both are found in very distinct 
shades, notably a very dark brown and a light reddish brown. There are 25 
stamps to the sheet, like the Penny Sydney views. The only variety of note 
is No. 8 on Plate 1, where the word Wales is spelt “Walls.” Plate 2 contains 
no such error. 

Eightpence, engraved by Jervis.—The last, but by no means the least! 
This, in good condition, is one of the New South Wales rarities. Only one 
plate was used, and that consisted of 50 stamps, like the 1d., 2d. and 3d. _ It 
was printed oly on the blue unwatermarked paper referred to for the other 
values. The color, like in most orange stamps, varied from yellow to orange. 
The design has floreate ornaments to the right and left of “ South,” and like 
the penny an omission occurred. No, 21 has none to the right of South, but 
this was the only variation in the engraving of note. 





RULES OF THE CHEFOO LOCAL POST OFFICE. 


1. No unauthorized person will be admitted into the Post Office. 

2. The office will be open on week days from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. During 
office hours all mail matter received by the, Post Office will be delivered to 
addresses on application. Letters, &c., unapplied for, will be distributed with- 
in a reasonable distance at the convenience of the Postmaster, who will not be 
responsible for any delay. 

Should steamers arrive out of office hours the Post Office will be opened 
for one hour after receipt of mail bags for the distribution of letters, &c. The 
office will not, however, be opened before 6 a.m. or after 9 p.m. 

3. On Sundays the office will be open for ome hour after receipt of mail 
bags from Shanghai, and for one hour for the despatch of mails in case of a 
steamer leaving for Shanghai. 

4. Office hours will be liable to alteration, of which public notice will be 
given, according to the season of the year. 

5. The Chefoo Local Post Office will not be pecuniarily responsible or 
liable for losses in the mails, nor for any loss or inconvenience which ma 
arise from the nondelivery or misdelivery of any postal cover, nor for anyi B 
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jury which a packet may sustain. even in the case of registered matter, but all 
losses of registered or other mail matter will be carefully investigated with a 
view of recovering the lost article where possible, or its value when the loss is 
proved to be due to culpable negligence on the part of postal officials or 
employers. 

6, During the year 1893 the expenses of the Post Office will be met by 
the payment of postage on mail matter. It is hoped that it will be possible 
to establish a system of subscriptions in 1894. 

7. Outward Maiti Matter will be received on the following Tariff to 
ports as well as locally :— 

Letters.— 1 cent per oz. or fraction thereof. 

Newspaper and Circulars—¥% cent each, not exceeding 4 oz. 

Book Post.—¥ cent per 2 oz. or fraction thereof. 

Trade-patterns and Samples of Merchandise, not weighing more than 4 
0z., % cent; over 4 0z., parcel rates, 

Parcels.—4 cents p. lb,, or fraction thereof; 1 cent every additional lb. 
or fraction thereof. 

Registration.—s5 cents. 

8. If possible adhesive stamps will be procured and be for sale at the 
office. Firms and residents in Chefoo can be furnished with Pass Books, on 
application, in which the amount of postage incurred will be entered and the 
amount due will be collected at the end of each month. 

9. Letters only will be received trom Chinese as per Tariff, clause 7. The 
Postmaster having power to refuse all letters of a suspicious appearance. 

10. Registration must be effected one hour before the usual time of clos- 
ing mails. Every article presented for registration must be enclosed in a 
strong cover, securely fastened, and must be accompanied by the sender’s 
name and address, When posted it must be handed in at the Post Office and 
a receipt obtained. 

11. Dimensions.—No letter, parcel or postal cover of any description 
shall exceed 18 inches in length, 9 inches in width and 6 inches in depth. 

Parcels —No parcels shall exceed 6 lbs. in weight. The contents must 
be of a harmless nature and securely packed. The Postmaster has power 
to refuse any parcel, pending a statement of its contents. Every parcel shall 
bear the sender’s name and address, so as to facilitate the return if undelivered. 

12, Mails will close outwards at the times advertized by the Postmaster, 
but when special circumstances exist supplementary mails will be forwarded 
if possible, 

13. The Local Post Office will arrange with steamer agents for immediate 
receipt ef mail bags inwards on arrival. 

14. Letters, &c., addressed to foreign countries, entrusted to the Chefoo 
Local Post Office, bearing stamps of the Postal Union, im addition to Local 
Postage, will be sent forward, but entirely at the risk of the sender. Letters 
so addressed, but bearing no Postal Union stamp, may be detained for en- 
quiry or returned to sender. 

15. The Post Office can, if required, be availed of for purely local corres- 
pondence, but no regular deliveries can be undertaken. 

16. Correspondence will be received at the Chefoo Local Post Office for 
Amoy, Chinkiang, Foochow, Hankow, Ichang, Kiukiang, Nanking, Ningpo, 
Pagoda Anchorage (Foochow), Swatow, Wenchow and Wuhu and other places 
that may be included in the Shanghai Local Post Office system. 

17. It is hoped that special arrangements can be made later on as regards 
Tientsin and Newchwang mail matter, if found of public utility. 

18, All communications relating to Chefoo Local Post Office business to 
be addressed to the Postmaster.

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GREAT BRITAIN.—The new form of registration envelope. to which we 
alluded in June, has at last been issued. The object of having the impressed 
stamp upon the same side as the address has been attained in the simplest 
possible manner, by turning the envelope hind part before. The large “R” 
in an oval, with its accompanying inseriptions (to which is added “ THE 
ADDRESS MUST BE WRITTEN ON THIS SIDE”) are now printed 
upon the side on which the flap closes, The latter is shortened, and simply 
rounded instead of tongued. The stamp is reduced in size by narrowing the 
circular band, and the three circles below are abolished ; the rectangle for 
the adhesive stamp, with its necessary (?) inscription, is impressed upon the 
flap—this being on the right of the heading—and the left upper corner of the 
stamp helps further to secure the envelope. The words “FEE PAID” with 
a line below them, are in the left lower corner of the address side, and further 
to secure the address being rightly placed on the other side of the envelope 
is entirely covered by the Insurance Regulation. A portion of this side—on 
the larger sizes—might be let off for advertisement,

INDIA.—We copy the followiag from the London Philate/ist; 

“The Director General of the Post Office has lately recommended the 
introduction of new postage stamps of the denominations of Rs. 2, 3 and 5s, 
and Messrs. De La Rue & Co,, have been asked to prepare designs for ap- 
proval., It will be necessary that the new stamps should be of a more elabor- 
ate design than any hitherto supplied to this country, and they will probably 
be bicolor stamps of the same size as the half crown and 5 shilling stamps in 
use in England. The necessity for the introduction of postage stamps of 
higher value has been under discussion on one or two occasions in the past, 
but until lately there has been no evidence brought before the postal authori- 
ties that they would supply a real need. At the close of last year, however, 
the matter was specially brought to the notice of the Director General by the 
representative of a Bombay firm, who was asked to place the matter before 
the Bombay Chamber of Commerce. That body subsequently addressed the 
Director General, strongly recommending the introduction of stamps of 
higher denomination, on grounds of general convenience tothe mercantile 
community, and this view has been supported by the Chambers of Commerce 
of Madras and Bengal, who were consulted. The former, however, while 
agreeing in the desirabilty of higher value stamps being introduced, express- 
ed an opinion that their absence had not been felt as an inconvenience in 
Madras. It is probable that the new stamps will only be supplied to Presi- 
dency towns and other large places.

Sometime in August, a number of New York dealers and collectors 
joined in an effort to abolish what had been so long sought for, and Mr. G. 


B. Calman addressed to the Committee on Ways and Means a letter which 
we publish herewith: 


New York, Sept. 8th, 1893. 
Hon. Wm. L. Witson, 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 

Washington, D, C. 

Dear Sir :—I notice that your committee is holding sessions in regard 
to a tariff bill which you are now preparing. I beg to call your attention to 
the business which I am connected with ; namely, that of buying and selling 
of foreign postage stamps. You no doubt will be surprised to hear that 
postage stamps are now subject to a duty of 25 per cent., the last ruling of 
the Treasury department being that they come in under the heading of 
printed matter. You no doubt have many friends who are collectors of 
postage stamps, and it is in behalf of the whole fraternity that I address you. 


I beg to call your attention to a few points in regard to the matter, as fol- 
lows :— 


tst.—That postage stamps circulate in many parts of the world as money 
and are received in the savings banks both in England and Belgium, and per- 
haps in other countries in the same way in which actual money is received. 
In England, also, the post-offices will redeem unused postage stamps, thus 
admitting them to be a liability or obligation of the government; for this 
reason, stamps should come under the same head as other securities or obli- 
gations of other governments and should be free of duty. 


2d.—The tax now imposed of 25 per cent. on the actual market value is 
in no sense a protective one, as it merely works a serious injury to all dealers 
and to a number of collectors, Besides, that, from the nature of the article, 
being very sinall in bulk, the difficulty of collecting any duty imposed is evi- 
dent, as most of the stamps.are sent in registered letters to dealers in postage 
stamps and to collectors. As the dealers are known as such, the majority of 
their letters are stopped for the collection of duty, but the number of col- 
lectors is so large that we believe that not one ietter in a thousand which 
contains postage stamps is stopped for the collection of any duty. In order 
to accomplish the collection of duty on all stamps imported into the country, 
it would be necessary to inspect every single letter that arrives in the United 
States from foreign parts, as the collectors include bankers and large mer- 
chants in all lines of trade. The newspapers and periodicals which circulate 
in foreign parts receive payment for a large part of their subscriptions in 
unused stamps from all parts of the world, and as these are sent in payment 


instead of the money, it would be manifestly unfair to collect any duty on an 
equivalent for cash. 


3rd.—lIn all parts of the world postage stamps are used as a convenient 
means of remitting small amounts, and in correspondence with many parts it 
is almost an absolute necessity that remittances be made in this way, as money 


orders cannot always be obtained and bankers will not draw drafts for small 
amounts. 


There is really no good reason why unused postage stamps are more 
properly dutiable than any other printed matter having a face value printed 
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thereon, and if unused stamps are dutiable, it would be as fair to collect duty 
on the face value of railroad tickets supposing they had been printed in Can- 
ada or any other foreign country. 

I also call your attention, that, in order to afford us any relief it is neces- 
sary to specify “postage stamps” on the free list, as according to past decisions 
of the Department, they now come under the heading of “Printed Matter,” 
and must pay duty as such. They is no possible way by which this could be 
taken advantage of in any way, shape or manner, to the detriment of the rev- 
enue, as all similar articles are already free of duty, such as bank notes, bonds, 
etc. 

As you can well imagine, our business is not of s\.fficient importance to 
take up much of your time, but if you would like to see me or any one else 
connected with the business in this city, I would be pleased to call on you 
any day that you may designate. I feel confident, however that I only need 
call your attention to the injustice that is being done our business to convince 
you that it is to the interest of every one to have postage stamps put on the 
free list. 

I make this request in behalf of over a million collectors in this country, 
I shall be pleased to give you any further information that you may desire on 
the subject.

It now becomes necessary for all to move a hand in the desired direc- 
tion, and we must impress upon all our readers the desirability of presenting 
the case to their representatives in Congress, and we may still be able to have 
the desired clause inserted in the Bill. Further means may be deemed 


necessary, and in that event we shall duly inform our readers through these 
columns. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Before the next number of our Journal has made its appearance, the 54th 
edition of our catalogue and the 1894 edition of our Album will be completed 
and placed on sale. 

We shall not, ourselves, enter into prai e of these two publications, but 
are content to await the judgment of the Philatelic public. We simply wish to 
point out a few of the salient features of these new editions as compared with 
previous ones. 


THE CATALOGUE, 


The catalogue is far more complete than anything that has ever ap- 
peared on this side of the water, and is far more scientific than any such cat- 
alogue that has ever been published anywhere. Certain principles were 
adopted and these have been consistently carried out in preparing this work. 
Besides the varieties of watermarks which have appeared in several of our 
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previous editions, we have now added all varieties of perforation, and asa 
special feature a complete list of postal cards with reduced illustrations of 
every type. No catalogue in the world contains these illustrations of postal 
cards and it is the only list of these that is easily comprehended. We have 
followed our principle of pricing only such stamps of which fairly accurate 
quotation could be obtained. Every person of experience knows that there 
are a large number of stamps for which the value, either used or unused, could 
not, under any circumstances be given. 

We have just seen a draft of a catalogue, which pretends to price every 
stamp in a used and unused condition, and as an example of the absurdities 
into which such a practice will lead, we mention the fact that the price of 
$150.00 is given for a 10c, Providence, used on the original letter, whereas not a 
single used specimen on the original letter hasever been found. Itiseasy to make 
prices in this way and misinform a collector as to the value of certain stamps. 
However, it has always been our aim to make our catalogues reliable hand- 
books, both in description and valuation, and we carefully avoid giving a 
quotation where accurate information is unobtainable. It must not be sup- 
posed that the quotations are arbitrarily determined upon by us. In prepar- 
ing this edition we have consulted over 100 different catalogues published in 
all parts of the world, and our prices are based entirely upon the quotations 
which appear to us the most reasonable. For instance, in pricing the stamps 
of Germany and its various states, we were forced to adopt the German 
standard, and in the same way the English standard has been rather closely fol- 
lowed in pricing the stamps of Great Britain and its Colonies. The prices for 
the stamps of our own country are based entirely upon the law of supply and 
demand, and in compiling them we have used not only our own judgment 
but that of numerous other dealers in this country who intend to handle our 
catalogue and, of course, consider it in their interest to have the quotations as 
nearly correct as possible. 

Another feature of this new edition is its appearance in two sizes: First, 
the standard octavo size, and secondly, a photographic reproduction of the 
same in a smaller size, suitable for carrying around in the pocket. 


THE 1894 EDITION OF THE INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE STAMP ALBUM 


This work, which will be ready for distribution on or about December 
roth will, we have no doubt, be recognized as the finest printed Album that 
has ever been published. 

The roth edition, which appeared in- 1891, contained 384 pages, whereas 
the present edition contains 580 pages, an increase of over 50%. 

The general style is the same as that of our previous editions, with various 
improvements, which will strike the eye of the collector as soon as he sees the 
book, In the first place, spaces have been provided for all varieties of water- 
marks; Secondly, every issue of stamps is kept separate from its predecessor 
and successor and ample space is provided for every stamp. In preparing 
the spaces we measured specimens of every stamp given in the album, and 
were careful to avoid all crowding. The typographical appearance of the 
work is far finer than ever before, and is due in great measure to the adoption 
of the dotted rule instead of the solid rule. 

The paper used in the various styles is superior to that employed in any 
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previous edition, and the album has now reached such a stage that we feel 
justified in claiming that improvement upon it is simply impossible. 

It will be seen that the albums printed on one side of the paper are now 
all bound in two volumes. They are so thick that if in one volume the book 
would be unwieldy. 

We have also made a great improvement in the style of the binding of 
all these books, and we can guarantee that they will withstand any ordinary 
wear to which a postage stamp album may be subjected.
